Alſo the moze fo confirme the godwill 
Which he beareth you: hee thought gadby 
me: to giue vou to bnderſtad of his newes 
togither wilh the eſtate of his affaires, 
which are as followeth, 

His Maieſlie hauing ſummoned the 
generell Eſtates of his Realme vnto his 
Towie of Bloys, after many and large 
conferences among them holden within 
thelc th:& Months, they haue with ene ge 
nerall allent in ful aflemblp, (when 
ſelf was pꝛeſent) requeſted his . 
no longer to permit within his ir 
ons any other then the exertiſe of the Ca« 
tholick, Apoſtolick and Romain Neligi⸗ 
on, whervnto at my departure his Mutie⸗ 
fie was determined to tondiſcend. Firſt | 
therby fo diſcharge p duty of his tonſciste, 
which moucth him alter the example of | 
other Rings his P2edeceſſo2s ſo to vw, | 
who therby have peaceably enioped their 
eſtates, ext by reaſon that hetherte hee | 
hath perteiued that the dinerſitic of Reli. | 
gions haue with them bzonght into all 

partes 
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partes ot his Kingdome where they baue 
been oſtabliſhed new, occaſions of diſcen⸗ 
tion among his Subiects, yea euen amog 
the quieteſt of them. and haue bern the ons 
ly meanes to maintain them in deuiſions 
and perticuler hatred:moꝛeouer that it is 
to manifeſt that they haue not ſo much re⸗ 
queſted p exerciſe of their ſaid pꝛetended 
refoꝛmed Religiõ fo any ſatilſiing oꝛ cons 
tenting of their conſciences, as foz tho 
maintenaunte of factions, pꝛactices, and 
d2ifts, oꝛdinarily deuiſed againſt p autos 
fie of his ſaid Maieſtie, to whome by all 


meanes they endeuour to make them ſel⸗ 


ues in power cquall , bydayly moꝛe and 
moꝛe foꝛtifping them ſcines, therby vpon 
euery occaſion and opoꝛtunitie to diſobey 


— 


him, and ſo to ſhake of the Yoke ol obedi⸗ 


ente wher vnto nafurally they are bound, 
as the effects in each reſpect doth make 
ſufficit᷑t pꝛofe, notwithſtandig in woꝛds 
they would ſhowe them ſelues deuoid of 
all ſuch matter. As euen ok late theire 
new ſupplying of la Charitie with freſh 
men of warre, contrary fo the agreement 
made, to the end w:oly to apꝛopꝛiate the 
ſame to th ſelues doth maniſeltly declare 
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as alſo their ſeaʒ ing vppon ſundzy tolons 
and Caſtels, in the Countries of Poicton, 
Xantoigne, Guyen, Daulphine, and Lan 
guedoc, fogither with diuers murders £ 
truelties pꝛactiſed againſt the Cathohcks 
do ſhowe the ſame. Againe his Pateſs 
tie on the other ſide, ſettig befoze his eyes 
one thing wozthy conſideration, which 
is, that hauing ſince the graunt of the laſt 
Ed. ct taken all oꝛder poſſible to cauſethe 
tolleration of the exerciſe of the ſaid pꝛe⸗ 
tendid refoꝛmed Religion in ſadzy fowns 
and places within his Dominios, hehath 
not been able to b2ing the ſame to paſſe,by 
real of the oppoſitions of the Catholieks 
who could not ſuppozte the folly wherw 
they haue endeuoured to pzoceed. 

And indeed perceining by all their derds 
and demenures that they ſought to en⸗ 
trraſe and multiply them ſelues to p ruin 
and oucrth2owe of them and their Catho- 
licke Rel:gion, they haue among them 
ſelues made Fraternities, Aſſotiations, 
and leagues one with an other fo2 the 

tonſeruation bothe of them ſelues & their 
ſaid Catholicle Religis, alſo therby they 
mapthe better pzouide foz their =_ al⸗ 
| aires _ 
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Alfo where as if pleſed you my Loꝛd this 
moꝛning fo aleadge vnto me, 3 in aſmuch 
as the exercice of the afoꝛe ſaid Religion 
was not freely permitted in Fraunce, it 
was an vtter bꝛeaking, t pꝛeuentig of the 
Edict of paciſitation whervnto his Maieſ⸗ 
fie hath ſo ſolẽnly ſwoꝛne, J do aunſwere 
that confrarywiſe foꝛ the ſafiſfiing to one 
of the Articles therof this aſſembly ofE- 
ſtates was ſummoned, to the end that af- 
ter the hearing of the complaints and 
grevances of his Subiects, they intohf be 
pꝛouided foz as ſhould ſcem requiſit wher⸗ 
vnto be could not better ſatiſſie then in vs 
ſing this determination which is coꝛreſ⸗ 
pondent vnto the vninerſall requeſt of 
the Deputies of the th2e& oꝛders of this 
Realme, namely the Church, the Nobili 
ties the third Eſtate, agreing alſo with 
the iudgement of his owne Conſience, a⸗ 
gainſt the which he ſhould th ink him ſelf 
doing otherwiſe to erre. Mherfoꝛe to 
conclude, this is it which he thiketh may 
beſt ſerue and p2ofit the generall common 
welth of his Realme and of all his Sub⸗

from poinc fo poinct, and the ſame fo re⸗ 
celue with as god a will as the ſaid Lozd 
Duke is affectionate to the aduancement 
comoditie and ſeruice ol his Paieſtie and 
the Crown of Fraunce, 

Firſt the ſaid Lo2d the Duke moſthum- 
bly thãketh his maieſtie foꝛ p gref which 
he ſemeth to perticipate in fo2 the death

Firſt beeigin Fraunce, he warnded him 
of the holy league, the frutes wherof, her 
map now euidently perceiue to be vtter⸗ 
Iv contrary to. the faith and reputation of 
e and quietneſſe of bis Sabs

Aſter being come, hame by Prayllon hint 
;felf(who1s na herr pꝛeſent) her gaue his 
Mateſtie to ynderſtandof the true avuers

- - Secondly 5 in matters of eſtate that is 
god, which is neceſſary, wherin his Pa- 
ieſtie map loke in the loking glaſſe-of 
Germany, Poland, Hungary, Boheme, 
Suiſlerland, and the l ovv Country, not 
as things are cloked: but accoꝛding to tho

Thirdly, that his Pateſtie perceiueth 
that all the ſame Contries doflwozith , bes 
tauſe they haue found meanes to content 
tbe conſciences of their ſubiccts, by whi⸗ 
ch Examples his maieſtie may knowe Þ 
not the permiſſion.of the Religion, but the 
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hinderannte of the exertiſe of the ſame, 
hath engendzed the milciiefs and calami⸗ 
1 ties which now he beholdeth thꝛough all 
| | pie Realme. 
ll! | Fourthly, that his Paieſtie not being 
1. able to confirme the laſte peace without 
his Edict of Paciſication, and not being a 
14 ble to keepe that without maintaining tes 
14 fame and putting it in execution: hee may 
Fl plainly ſe that, the maintenance ofhis 
1 Edict is the only fundation, and meanes 
1 of peace, pra it is the very peace it ſelf. 

' Fiffly, like as the bpholving therofis a 
meane cf peace and anoiding warres, ſo 
is it tbe only way wherby his maieffie 
may retouer the obedtence of his ſubieds: 
foꝛ if is a thing moſt certain Þ a Ring bes 
coming Captain of any faction among his 
ſubiects, can neuer be wel obeped, fo2 it is 
requiſite 5; he ſhould ſhew him ſelf a tom⸗ 
mon Father to all his Subiedis, in endend 
ring to reconſile fbem one to an other. 
Allo ſixtly to deale and ſweare againlf 5 
vpholdig therof, is the only meane — 
his maieffies ſabiecs in greater miſt 
then befoze , and ſo fo arcare moze cruel 
warre then beſ0ze time. | 

Seuentily 
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-: Senenthly to alleadge 5 ſoneratone ans 
fozitic of a King [02 the doing o2 ſwering 
to ſuch matters, to bꝛing his maieſtie vnto 
a perpetuall rebuke among all the wozld, 
wherby he ſhall be accoũted a Pꝛinte void 
of all faith, lawe, honoꝛ and vertue. Foz 
his maieſtie map call lo minde how often 
he hath bothe by woꝛd and wꝛiting pꝛo⸗ 
feſſed him ſcif to be a true ꝛince, ſuch a 
one as wil pꝛomiſe nothing but what he 
entende h to perfoꝛme, yea and mindeth 
rather to pꝛomiſe nothing, ſo that no man 
of honour can otherwiſe conclud e but that 
either he ought not to ha ue made the con⸗ 
tents ofp edict: oꝛ elſe he ought to obſerue 
it, as his mateſtie in his owne perſon hath 
vſed to ſay. 

Foꝛ » eighth efpectaily the Loꝛd Dake 
allureth him ſelf that his matefty may wel 
perceiue that with ang man who would ob 
ſerue the cautẽts of their othe, oꝛ folow the 
counſail ot᷑ theſe pꝛetended ſtates which is 
no other then the othe it ſelfe, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding it had neuer bene [woꝛne : if 
would be vnpoſſible to haue any traſique, 
becauſe that neither woꝛde, pꝛomiſe, othe, 
1 feale, one thing whatſoes 

itt, uer 
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ter, oꝛdinary andlawfull fo2 the aſſurance 
of faith among men, eſpecially between the 
Pꝛince and his ſubiects, conſidering the 
imbetilitie of the ſaid ſubiccs, would be of 
any moꝛe fo2ce , but confrariwiſe ſhould 
ſerne only foz nets and ſnares wherwith 
to entrap eche other. | 
Ninthlp his aieſtie ought to conſider 
that neighbours and ſtraungers cannot 
affure them ſelues of that Pꝛince, whoſe 
ſubiecs cannot truſt him, as they of the 
Religion, who haus ouermuch beene per⸗ 
ſwaded. Foz to ſhowe that they began not: 
we nerde no other argument then the pꝛo⸗ 
poſition of the ſaid Lo2d of Villequier, 
namely that the King is not minded fo ob⸗ 
ſerue the pꝛintipall point of his Edict. 

As touching the example of the Nucene 
of England, it is ſufficiently knowen that 
that Ladyeshart is ſuch, as if ſhe& had a⸗ 
mong her ſubiects found ſuch numbers of 
'  Painces,Lozdes,gentlemen and others of 
the Romaine Religion within her domi⸗ 
nions, who ſhouldas his Paieſties ſub⸗ 
iects haue don, ſo oftẽ haue requeſted her, 
rather than to haue incurred ſuch ſpoyles, 
and once onely tallifyed her faith and — 
| mils 


miſe, herimaielfie would hane permitted 
them the exerciſe of their Rmiſh Relts 
gion, 

Tentbly that his maieſtie ſhould bears 
af the leaſt almuch affection vnto his owne 
Hubiects, as be hath ſhewed vnto the s⸗ 
ffates of the lowe Countryes, in rei opſing 
with them foꝛ the determination that they 
haue taken, foz the recouerp of their liber⸗ 
tie, hauing alſo beene a mediatour to the 
faide Eſtates foꝛ the reſtoꝛing againe of 
the Countie of Egmonde into his eſtates 
and honours, wherin he hath the moze to 
conſider of the pollicie of the Dpaniarde, 
who ſ&keth nothig but to confinue warres 
in Fraunce, to the end thereby to turne a⸗ 
wap the tempeſt from his owne Coun⸗ 
tryes after his good and vſuall maner, 

.. Finally, whereas his Paieſtie allea⸗ 
geth that willingly hee would leaue his 
Subiects the libertie of their conſciences: 
that were much moꝛe to be miſtruſted bes 
cauſe it is moſte vndoubted, that hee who 
can line without exerciſe of his Religion , 
is vtterly deuoyd of all conſcience, ſo that 
it is as much as if his maieſtie ſhould ſay, 
I * graunt my ſabiects their lines, but

in the meane time he ſhould take frö them 
their fode, wherein the Papiſts dw ſhowe 

a ſufficient argument that they cannot 
line without Palle; q ſo that the ſaid Lo253 
Duke cannot giue his Maieſtie any better 
connſaile, except that if hee minde to re⸗ 
maine a King, and to ſho we him ſelf ſuch a 
Pꝛinte that a man may deale and trafique 
and truſt to his maieſtie, that the he main⸗ 
faine his Edict, and obſerue his faith in 
pꝛoturing the abuſes of theſe pꝛetended E⸗ 
tates(wherof his maieſtie ſpeaketh) to be 

refonrmcd by ſuch meanes as ſhall: be 
thought reaſonable , foz the ſaid aſſembly 
cannot be taken foꝛ true, free, and lawfull 
Eſtates, but rather foꝛ traptoꝛs to his ma⸗ 
ieſtie x his crowne, neither are they þ pers 
ſons pꝛomiſed by the Edict, fo2 they ſhouls 
be kept foꝛ the maintenaunce and-confirs 
mation of the peace, but not foz the ſubuer⸗ 
ting thereof, to which end they haue moſte 
bilanonfly been? ſubbourned, as many 
times his Lo2dlhip hath aduertiſed his mas 
ieſtie. The rehearſall of all which things 
the ſaid L oꝛd Duke could very well foz- 
beare,were he not conſtrayned as well by 
the plaineſſe of his conlcience and _

Which is engaged in the ſubfcription of the 
peate, as alſo by reaſon of the ſingular affecs 
tion which e beareth to the commoditie, 
adnanntement and ſeruite of his maicſite, 
in which minde he will continue all his life 
time, hauing nothing in moꝛe recõmendati⸗ 
tion then to bꝛing to the crown of Fraunce, 
and the tranquilitie of his maieſties ſub⸗ 
iects, what ſo euer meanes oz counſaile 
God ſhall euer giue him without ſparing 
ought, which the ſaid Lozd Duke moſte 
humbly deüreth his maieſtie fo beleue, and 
fo2 ſuch a one to account him, placing him 
in the number of his moſte faithfull and a& 
fectionafe freends and leruants. 

This is all which the ſaid Loꝛd Duke 
tan imparte to his maieſtie, in ought that 
appertaineth to bis perſon. But as con- 
terning his armie that was in Fraunce, 
the ſaid Lo2d Duke, his Colonels, Reyſtre + 
maiſters and Captains, hauing heretofoze 
thought it ſtraunge that his maieſtie kept
